Credit for Fourteen Points. 

By such opponents it is alleged that 
Mr. Wilson did not originate his four- 
teen points, but took thirteen of them 
from the previous declarations of Lloyd 
George and the British labor confer- 
ence, while the remaining point on 
“freedom of the seas” was the result 
of a collaboration between Col. House 
@nd the German government, which 
bubdsequently was rejected by the Brit- 
ish with the acquiescence of the presi- 
fient. 

That Mr. Wilson not only did not 
impose his ideas of a league of nations 
Upon the peace conference but accept- 
ed the British peace league plan, 
frankly designed to protect the British 
empire, also is asserted. 


Found Plan Worked Ont. 
Decumentary evidence is produced 
Showing that when the president ar- 
Tived in France he found in Paris 
Gen. Jan Smuts, South African pre- 
mier and member of the British war 
council, with the British plan worked 
Out in detail. On Dec. 16 the Smuts 
plan was distributed in pamphlet form 
to the gathering of statesmen and 
éventually was accepted as the basis 
of the league of nations constitution 
framed by the commission of which 
Mr. Wilson was chairman.

TOUL, France, March 16.—Like an 
aerial observer looking down upan a 
battle, Carter H. Harrison, working 
over here among the nation’s sick and 
wounded, has a perspective of the 
Chicago mayoralty contest’ clearer 
than his vision would be were he at 
home in the thick of the smoke of 
the campaign—and gas. Spending 
every minute of his spare time for 
three nights at the task, the ex-mayor 
has written four articles for “ The 
Tribune” to give the Chicago voters 
the benefit of that perspective. 

The former mayor is his own sec- 
retary, assistant secretary, and steno- 
graphic force in his Red Cross work. 
Most of the material for these four 
stories was prepared by the light of 
a small kerosene lamp on a crowded 
table next to an enameled stove by 
means of which Harrison, as hie own 
fireman, warms his dim little junkshop 
dillet sufficiently to work evenings.

But the election now at hand—one 
of extraordinary importance because 
of the vital problems of the next four 
years—is a general one that may 
sway the citizens into forgetfulness of 
the real welfare of the community. To 
avoid this danger the voter should 
keep uppermost in his mind the ques- 
tion of which candidate he would sup- 
port if he had no thought except to 
aid jin giving Chicago the type of chief 
executive to which it is entitled. 

| Chicago Needs Leader. 

The mayor of Chicago should be a 
man who commands both the respect 
and confidence of the citizens. He 
should have ability, initiative, energy 
and experience. He should be a man 
to whom the people can turn naturally 
when some great public matter is to 
be settled and upon whom they can 
rely without hesitation in time of great 
public danger. He must be their 
leader. 

Possibly the basic requisite in such 
a man is ability, but that ability must 
be vitalized by initiative energy or it is 
worthless. For the mayor of Chicago 
should be in the forefront of its many 
big affairs at all times, and he must 
have an unlimited capacity for hard 
work, willingness to dig from early 
morning until midnight day after day 
when that is necessary.

LONDON, Mareh 17, 3 a. m— 
The test question for the German 
delegates at the peace conference 
will be the west bank of the Rhine, 
says a Berlin dispatch to the Mail. 
The delegates will be authorized to 
break negotiations if this matter is 
forced upon them, and in this case 
the cabinet will support the dele- 
gation and will resign if the na- 
tional assembly takes a different at- 
titude. 


LONDON, March 16.—A Reuter 
dispatch from Cairo, under date of 
March 12, reports extensive riotous 
demonstrations by students and the 
populace, with considerable de- 
struction of property, necessitating 
the employment of military forces. 
It is reported that the disorders 
were easily suppressed without 
bloodshed. The rioting was due to 
the arrest and deportation of Said 
Pasha Zagloul, vice president of the 
legislative assembly, and others, 
according to a Cairo dispatch to the 
Mail. 


PARIS, March 16. — President 
Wilson, somewhat fatigued by his 
sea journey and the busy days spent 
since his arrival here, remained in 
bed until noon today. He received 
Col. E. M. House during the after- 
noon and with him discussed the 
military and naval terms of peace 
as well as the results of the Brus- 
sels conference relative to shipping 
and the supplying of food to Ger- 
many.

At the village of Suheung, south of 
Pingyang, four gendarmes fired on a 
mob until their ammunition was ex- 
hausted, fifty-one persons being killed, 
the account states. The mob even- 
tually killed the gendarmes. At Yang: 
dok twenty rioters were slain in an en- 
gagement. 

The activities of girl students 
throughout the demonstrations in Co- 
rea are emphasized by the newspaper, 
which makes particular mention of the 
fact that at Anju two Corean gen- 
darmes discarded their uniforms, 
joined a crowd, and shouted: “ Long 
live Corea!’ The Japanese guards 
thereupon fired, eight persons being 
killed and thirty wounded, four mor- 
tally. 

Disorder Is Widespread. 

The demonstratians have been more 
genera! than has been reported by the 
Japanese, according to information 
reaching this city from across the 
‘Corean frontier. It is said that al! 
classes of the population are taking 
part. 
The outbreak was planned for Maréh 
4, the day of the funeral of former 
Emperor Yi Heul, but the nationalists 
suddenly changed their plans and be- 
gan demonstrations before that date. 

It is claimed by the Coreans that all 
schools and churches have been closed 
and that native pastors and elders to 
the estimated number of 1,000 have 
been arrested. 

APPEAL MADE TO WILSON. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—Pres- 
ident Wilson has been asked by the 
Corean National association to initiate 
action at the peace conference looking 
to independence for Corea, with the 
country to be guided by a mandatory

Statement by Pichon. 

Foreign Minister Pighon said today 
that he felt it was practically impos 
eible to include.the covenant in the first 
treaty. The views of neutral countries, 
which had been invited, and amend. 
ments could not be disposed of, he 
added, before the probable early signing 
of the preliminaries.

Shrewd observers figure that Mr. 
Wilson has decided that the best way 
to jam the league of nations through 
the senate and insure its acceptance 
is by ineorporating the covenant in the 
peace instrument and treating the 
whole affair as a single document 
which the senate must accept or re 
ject as a whole. Thus the onus for the 
continuation of technical war might 
be thrown upon the senate, if the 
peace treaty is turned down. 

It seems that the whole speeding 
up campaign for an early peace next 
month is shattered, as with the cove. 
nant not even accepted yet by the al. 
lied and associated powers, and with 
the neutrals yet to be heard from, there 
is smal! chance that it can be made 
palatable for every one and revised 
coincidentally with the date tenta- 
tively set for the completion of the 
preliminary peace terms—March 29. 

Allied Diplomats Wonder.

In Small Valley.

The Thirty-second division, which 
was composed originally of national 
guard troops from Michigan and Wis- 
consin, is scheduled to start for home 
early in April. Gen. Pershing said he 
realized how the relatives and friends 
of the soldiers were eagerly awaiting 
their return and how proud they would 
be of the part the soldiers had played 
in the great war. In the years to come, 
Gen. Pershing said, when the history 
of the war was written, the people 
would appreciate more than ever the 
American share in bringing the strug- 
gle to a successful conclusion.

Near Death. 


Why go to Venice when a trip to 
Cicero, to Forest Park, to River For- 
est, and various other places along the 
banks of the turbulent, swollen Des- 
plaines will show you all the canals, 


the gondolas, and the gondoliers you 
might wish to gaze upon? 
The Desplaines has risen seven feet 
in the last threé days, what with the 
melting of snows and the terrific rains. 
Rubber boots and rowboats are quite 
the proper things in the suburbs to 
the west of Chicago. 
The intersectian of Archer and Cic- 
ero avenues is a lake on which float 
wooden sidewalks and real estate signs 
and wherein happy children find wad- 
ing places. All about are evidences of 
humor, moist and dry—signs saying, 
*“‘No fishing,” other signs saying, “ No 
bathing allowed,” or “This territory 
voted dry—take warning.” 

Houses Damaged. 
Some of the houses in the vicinity 
were damaged, the water rising above 
street level. But their occupants didn’t 
stay at home. They took out the old 
emergency rowboats and rowed for the 
nearest street cars or spent the day 
digging channels to carry the water 
away. 
Twelve families in River Forest had 
fo move to higher ground to escape 
the rising waters. One hundred and

ROME, March 16.—‘ Enver Pasha’s 
attitude in blindly dragging Turkey to 
take sides against the free powers of 
the west, an act which ruined my 
country, was due to his infatuation for 
Germany,” says Prince Abdul Megid 
Effendi, heir presumptive to the Turk- 
ish throne, in an interview published 
in the Giornal d'Italia.

WIND AND FLOOD | 
KILL AND DAMAGE 
IN SOUTHWEST 


Deaths Reported from 
Oklahoma; Kansas 
Property Suffers. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 164—Defi- 
nite figures as to the damage caused 
by tornadoes and cloudbursts which 
struck widely separated points in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and Oklahoma yester- 
day, still were unavailable tonight, 
owing to interrupted wire communica- 
tion. 

However, all information received 
here indicated that a number of per- 
sons had been killed and that property 
damage would be immense. 

At Atchison, Kas., damage placed at 
nearly $1,000,000 was caused when Clay 
creek, which runs thrqugh the bust- 
ness district, overflowed its banks and 
flooded ingustrial plants and retail 
and wholesale warehouses. 

Kansas Floods Serious. 

The flood situation in Kansas was 
becoming more serious tonight, re- 
ports said. Flood warnings were. being 
issued and in many localities persons 
living in the lowlands were preparing 
to leave their homes- The Kaw and 


Big and Little Arkansas rivers, as 
well as many smaller streams, were 
said to be overflowing their banks. 
Heavy damage was caused in the 
Kaw river watershed, extending from 
Lawrence to Salina, Kas., by cloud- 
bursts, which occurred yesterday and 
last night, it is reported. However, 
few, if any, casualties resulted from 


the storms. 


Fatalities in Oklahoma. 

Among the early known fatalities in 
Oklahoma were two at Porter, a vil- 
lage of 1,000 inhabitants, which was 
wrecked by a tornado. About twenty- 
five persons were injured, one of 
whom may die. The property damage 
is estimated at $200,000. 

In Kingfisher county three persons 
are reported to have been killed and 
several others ifjured. 

At Hinton a woman is reported 
killed and eight or nine other persons 


injured. 
Traffic in Minnesota. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 16.—-A day 
of sunshine. and moderating tempera- 
ture brought relief to railroads in this 
vicinity from the effects of the wash- 
outs caused by the heavy rainfall of 
Friday and Saturday. Trains are run- 
ning on most of:the lines. 


Heavy Rainfall at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 16.—All 
local records for rainfall in twelve 
hours were broken today when 17.72 
inches fell in that period, the weather 
bureau announced tonight. In the last 
twenty-four hours 8.5 inches of rain 
fell. Only five Memphis street car 
lines were in operation tonight owing 
to washouts and traffic on railroads 
throughout this section of Tennessee 
has been impeded. 

Many Killed in Mississippi. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March

MORELOS STATE 


YEARS 


Mexicans Claim Reign of 
Zapatistas Ends Near 
Capital. 


Mexico City, March 15.—Delayed.— 
(By the Associated Press.]—The state 
of Morelos, south of this city, is under 
control of gevernment troops after oc- 
cupation for ten years by followers of 
Emiliano Zapata. 

A campaign conducted by Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales, commander of the 
g0vernment forces, has been success- 
ful, Zapata and a few hundred follow- 
ers being driven into the almost im- 
passable mountains néar Puecnta de 
Ixtla. His capture, with that of his 
chief lieutenants, is expected almost 
any day. 


There i@ regular train service over 
the National Railway of Mexico be- 
tween this city and Cuernavaca, the 
capital of Morelos, and colonists and 
artisans are being taken there free of 
charge by the government. 

Cuernavaca, which has been held by 
government troops for several months, 
is rapidly approaching a normal condi- 
tisn, although Zapatistas, during their 
occupaffon, stripped the place of al- 
most every stick of timber and un- 
roofed nearly all the houses and pub- 
lic buildings. So scarce was material 
for clothing that soldiers made trou- 
sers out of what were once valuable 
paintings. 

Country Dotted with Ruins. 

The country between Cuernavaca 

and Cuautla is dotted with looted si- 
gar refineries representing: investments 
of millions of dollars. They are sur- 
rounded by sugar plantations which 
were Gllowed to run to waste by the 
rebels. Every stick of timber and 
every pound of salable metal was 
torn from the refineries by Zapata's 
men. 
The district near Cuautla, where 
Gen. Gonzales has his headquarters, 
shows results of the government's pro- 
gram of dividing up the great estates 
among the people, with the codperation 
of the proprietors. Many former reb- 
els are working in the fields, while the 
town of Cuautla is being rehabilitated. 
Except for the extreme southwest 
section, where Zapata has taken ref- 
uge, the whole state is quiet and there 
has not been a skirmish reported in 
weeks.

‘tribution of $150,000 by the Elks’ war 
relief commission for extension of vo- 
cational training for disabled soldiers, 
sailors, and marines was announced 
tonight by the federal board for voca- 
tional education.

ger of placing a few powers at “the 
mercy of the great majority of small 
states.” 

“It is quite certain,” said Gen. 
Smuts, “that no power will willingly 
run such a risk by entering a league 
in which all have equal voting power. 
Will Great Britain be prepared to put 
her fleet at the mercy of a majority 
vote of all the other states who are 
members of the league?’ The question 
need only to be put to see what the 
answer must necessarily be.” 

“Embryo League of Nations.” 

In his brochure presenting the Brit- 
ish plan Gen. Smuts calls the British 
empire an “ embryo league of nations.” 

“It would be interesting,” he says, 
“to compare the functions here as- 
cribed to the league to the working ar- 
rangements of the British empire. 

“In the first place, in both cases the 
ultimate authority of common action 
is a conference of the principal con- 
stituent states. In the British empire 
the common policy is laid down at con- 
ferences of the imperial cabinet, repre- 
senting the United Kingdom, the do- 
minions, and India, while executive 
action is taken by the individual gov- 
ernments of the empire. : 

“It is therefore clear that the bro 
features of the two systems would 
closely resemble each other, and it is 
suggested that where the British em- 
pire has been so eminently successful 
as a political system, the league, work- 
ing on somewhat similar lines, could 
not fail to achieve a reasonable mea- 
sure of success. The principal differ- 
ence between the two would be that 
whereas peace in the British empire 
is insured by a common: allegiance, 
in the league it would have to be elab- 
orately provided for by special arrange- 
ments.” 

Points to British Experience. 

In building the constitution of the 
league, Gen. Smuts advises that a leaf 
be taken from the British book of ex- 
perience. 

“The grand success of the British 
empire,” he says, “depends not on its 
having followed any constitutional 
precedent of the past, but on having 
met a new situation in history with a 
new creation in law, and as a matter 
of fact, the new constitutional system 
grew empirically and organically out 
So it will have to be 
here.” 

According to the cpponents of the 
president, the only one of his fourteen 
principles of enduring peace which 


point No. 2, declaring for freedom of 
the seas. The genesis of this point is 
given in the biography of Col. House 
in the course of an account of the col- 
onel’s peace negotiations with the 
German government in 1915. 


Germany for Sea Freedom. 

Speaking of his efforts with the Ger- 
man officials, the biography says: 

“They gave him fair words, but no 
satisfaction, until he extended as a 
fisherman casts his bait a certain 
phrase of five words—‘ the freedom of 
the seas.’ So far as can be determined 
Col. House was the first to use this 
much debated phrase, at least in con- 
nection with the problems raised by 
the present war. No previous mention 
of it has been found. It met with 
prompt response. The imme- 
diate effect of his suggestion of the 
doctrine in Berlin was to obtain the 
prompt and enthusiastic assent of Ger- 
many.” 

From Berlin Col. House went to Lon- 
don, where his suggestion of freedom 
of the seas Was greeted derisively as 
“the newest thing in Berlin. Some 
more deviltry they are up to.” 

Eventually point No. 2 went by the 
board when in response to tHe presi- 
dent’s peace note of October, 1918, the 


allies reserved the freedom of the seas.

Allege 13 Points Adapted. 

The other thirteen points enumerated 
in the president’s address to congress 
on Jan. 8, 1918, are alleged to have 
been adapted from Premier Lloyd 
George’s speech on Jan. 5, 1918, and 
from the dec!arations of the British 
labor conference on Dec. 28, 1917, quo- 
tations from which sources are given 
in the following:

Point No. 3 proposed “the removal 
so far as possible of all economic bar- 
riers and the establishment of an equal- 
ity of trade conditions among ‘all the 
nations consenting to the peace and 
associating themselves for its mainte- 
hance.” The British labor conference 
had pronounced “against all projects 
for an economic war ; whether 
by protective tariffs or capitalist trusts 
or monopoleis,” and advocated “the 
open door and no hostile discrimination 
against foreign countries.” 

Point No. 4 calls for “ adequate guar- 
antees given and taken that national 
armaments will be reduced to the low- 
est point consistent with domestic 
safety.” Lloyd George had sail, “ We 
must seek to :!mit the burden of arma- 
ments,” and the labor conference had 
declared’ for “a common limitation of 
the costly armaments by which all peo- 
pes are burdened.” 


Colonial Claim Adjustment. 


Point No. 5 proposed a ‘free, open 
minded, and absolutely impartial - ad- 
justment of all colonial claims, based 
upon a strict observance of the prin- 
ciple that in determining all such ques- 
tions of sovereignty the interests of 
the populations concerned must have 


equal weight with the equitable claim 


of the government whose title is to 
be detetmined.” 

Lloyd George had said that “the 
colonies should be held at the disposal 
of a conference whose decision must

LEAGUE CONSTITUTION: ) 


ARTICLE 1. 


The action of the high contracting 
parties under the terms of this cove- 
nant shall be effected through the in- 
strumentality of a meeting of a body 
of delegates representing the high con- 
tracting parties, of meetings at more 
frequent intervals of an executive 
council, and of a permanent interna- 
tional secretariat to be established at 
the seat of the league. | 


ARTICLE 2. 
Meetings of the body of delegates | 
shall be held at stated intervals and 
from time to time as occasion may re 
quire for the purpose of dealing with 
matters within the sphere of action of 
the league. Meetings of the body of 
delegates shall be held at the seat of 
the league or at such other places as 
may be found convenient and _ shall 
consist of representatives of the high 
contracting parties. Each of the high 
contracting parties shall have one vote, 
but may have not more than three rep- 
resentatives.

(10) The constitution of the league 
will be that of a permanent confer- 
ence between the governments of the 
constituent states for the purpose of 
joint international action in certain de- 
fined respects and will not derogate 
from the independence of those states. 
It will consist of a general conference, 
a council, and courts of arbitration and 
conciliation. 


(11) The general conference, in 
which all contituent states will have 
equal voting power, will meet periodi- 
cally to discuss matters submitted to 
it by the council. These matters will 
be general measures of international 
law or arrangements or general pro- 
posals for limitation of armaments, for 
securing world peace, or any other 
general resolutions the discussion of 
which by the conference is desired by 
the council before they are forwarded 
for the approval of the constituent 
governments. Any resolutions passed 
by the conference will have the effect 
of recommendations to the national] 
governments and parllaments.

ARTICLE 3. 


The executive council shall consist 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, the British empire, 
France, Italy, and Japan, together 
with representatives of four other 
states, members of the league. The 
selection of these four states shall be 
made by the body of. delegates on such 
principles and in such manner as they 
think fit. Pending the appointment of 
these representatives of ths other 
states, representativss of (blank left 
for names) shall be members of the 
executive council. 

Meetings of the council shall be held 
from time to time as occasion may re-

(12) The council will be the execu- 
tive of the league, and will consist of 
the prime ministers or foreign secre- 
taries or other authoritative represen- 
tatives of the great powers, together 
with four additional representatives 
drawn in rotation from two panels of 
the middle powers and minor states, 
respectively, in such a way that the 
great powers have a bare majority. 

(13) The council will meet period- 
ically and will, in addition, hold an an- 
nual meeting of prime ministers or for- 
eign secretaries for a general inter- 
change of views and for a review of 
the general policies of the league. It 
will appoint a permanent secretariat 
and staff, and will appoint joint com- 
mittees for the study and codrdinatian 
of the international questions with 
which the council deals, or questions 
likely to lead to international disputes. 

Its functions will be: 


(A) To take executive action or con- 
trol in regard to the matters set forth 
in section A (mandatories) or under 
any international arrangements or 
conventions; 

(B) To administer or control any 
property of an international character, 
such as international waterways, riv- 
ers, straits, railways, fortifications, air 
stations, etc.; 

(C) To formulate for approval of the 
governments general measures of in- 
ternational law or arrangements of 
a limitation of armaments or promo- 
tion of wonld peace.

The high contracting parties recog- 
nize the principle that the maintenance

ject it to the severance of all trade or 
financial relations, the prohibition of 
all intercourse between their nationals 
and the nations of the covenant- 
breaking state, and the prevention of 
all financial, commercial, or personal 
intercourse between the nationals of 
the covenant-breaking state and the 
nations of any other state, whether 
a member of the league or not. 

It shall be the duty of the execu- 
tive council {nm such case to recom- 
mend what effective military or naval 
force the members of the league shall 
severally contribute to the armed 
forces to be used to protect the cove- 
nants of the league.

Either party to the 
dispute may give notice of the exist- 
ence of the dispute to the secretary 
general, who will make all necessary 
arrangements for a full investigation 
and consideration thereof. For this 
purpose the parties agree to commu- 
nNicate to the secretary general, as 
promptly as possible, statements of 
their case with all the relevant facts 
and papers, and the executive council 
may forthwith direct the publication 
thereof. Where the efforts of the coun- 
cil lead to the settlément of the dis- 
pute, a statement shall be published in- 
dicating the nature of the dispute and 
the terms of settlement, together with 
such explanations as may be appro- 
priate. If the dispute has not been 
settled, a report by the council shall 
be published, setting forth with all 
necessary facts and explanations the 
recommendation which the ceuncil 
thinks just and proper for the set- 
tlement of the dispute.

ARTICLE 19. 

To those colonies and territories 
which as a consequence of the late 
war have ceased to be under the sov- 
ereignty of the state which formerly 
governed them and which are inhab- 
ited by peoples not yet able to stand 
by themselves under the strenuous 
conditions of the modern world, there 
should be applied the principle that 
the well being and development of 
such peoples form a sacred trust of 
civilization, and that securities for the 
performance of this trust should be 
embodied in the constitution of the 
league. 

The best method of giving practical 
effect to this principle is that the 
tutelage of such peoples should be in- 
trusted to advanced nations who by 


(20) That the peace treaty shall fur- 
ther provide that if a dispute should 
arise between any members of the 
league as to the interpretation of a 
treaty, or as to any question of interna- 
tional law, or as to any fact which if 
established would constitute a breach 
of any international obligation, or as 
to any damage alleged and the nature 
and-measure of the reparation to be 
made therefor; and if such dispute can- 
not be settled by negotiation the mem- 
bers bind themselves to submit the dis- 
pute to arbitration and to carry out 
any award or decision which may be 
rendered. 


(21) That if on any ground it proves 
impracticable to refer such dispute to 
arbitration, either party to the dis- 
pute may apply to the council to take 
the matter of the dispute into consid- 
eration. The council shall give no- 
tice of the application to the other 
party and make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the hearing of ,;the dis- 
pute. The council shall ascértain the 
facts with regard to the dispute and 
make recommendations based on the 
merits and calculated to secure a 
just and lasting settlement. Other 
members of the league shall place 
at the disposal of the council all in- 
formation in their possession which 
bears on the dispute. The council 
shall do its utmost by mediation and 
conciliation to induce the disputants 
to agree to a peaceful settlement. The. 
recommendations shall be addressed to 
the disputants and shall not have the 
force of decisions. If either party 
threatens to go to war in spite of the 
recommendations, the council shall 
publish its recommendations. ff the 
council fails to arrive at recommenda- 
tions, both the majority and the mi- 
nority of the council . may publish 
statements of the respective recom- 
mendatians they favor, and such pub- 
lication shall not be regarded as an 
unfriendly act by either of the dis- 
putants, 


reason of their resources, their experi- 
ence, or their geographical position, 
can best undertake this responsibility, 
and that this tutelage should be exer- 
cised by them as mandatories on be- 
half of the league. 

The character of the mandate must 
differ according to the stage of the 
development of the people, the geo- 
graphical situation of the territory, its 
economic conditions, and other similar 
circumstances. 

Certain communities formerly be- 
longing to the Turkish empire have 
reached a stage of development in 
which their existence as independent 
nations can be provisionally recog: 
nized subject to the rendering of: ad- 
ministrative advice and assistance by 
a mandatory power until such time as 
they are able to stand alone. The 
wishes of these communities must be 
a principal consideration in the selec- 
tion of the mandatory power. 

Other peoples, especially those of 
central Africa, are at such a stage 
that the mandatory must be respon- 
sible for the administration of the ter- 
ritory subject to conditions which will 
guarantee freedom of conscience or 
religion, subject only to the mainte 
nance of public order and morals, the 
prohibition of abuses such as the slave 
trade, the arms traffic, and the liquor 
traffic, and the prevention of the es- 
tablishment of fortifications or mill- 
tary and naval bases, and of military 
training of the natives for other 
than police purposes and the defense 
of territory, and will also secure equal 
opportunities for the trade and com- 
merce of other members of the league. 

There are territories, such as south- 
west Africa and certain of the south 
Pacific isles, which, owing to the 
sparseness of their population, or their 
small size, or their remoteness from 
the centers of civilization, or their geo- 
graphical continuity to the mandatory 
state, and other circumstances, can be 
best administered under the laws of 
the mandatory estate as integral por- 
tions thereof, subject to the safe- 
guards above mentioned, in the inter- 
ests of the indigenous population.

In the case of a dispute in which one 
or both of the disputants happen to 
be outside the league the treatment 
will follow the lines above laid down. 
If one of the disputants is a member 
of the league it may: apply to the coun- 
cil either for arbitration or a hearing. 
The council may then call on the out- 
side state to submit its case. If it 
does so, the matter will proceed in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing recom- 
mendations. If it fails to submit its 
case, the council may proceed to in- 
quire into the dispute ex parte, and 
make recommendations in the same 
way as if both parties were present. 
If the disputant which is a member of 
the league is attacked, during the 
moratorium or notwithstanding its 
compliance with the recommendations 
of the council, by the outside state, 
the situation arising will be the same 
as if the attack had been made by a 
member of the league in the same cir- 
cumstances; that is to say, the mem- 
bers of the league will become, ipso 
facto, at war with the outside state, 
against which the economic and finan- 
cial boycott will be set in operation, 
and the council will proceed to organ- 
‘ize the necessary military and naval 
forces. 

In the case of a dispute between 
states, neither of which is a member 
of the league, any of the members 
may bring the matter before the coun- 
cil with a view to the council using its 
good offices to prevent war. 


| (5) That it shall be lawful for the 
league of nations to delegate its au- 
thority, control, or administration in 
respect of any people or territory, to 
some other state whom it may appoint 
as its agent or mandatory, but that 
wherever possible the agent or man- 
datory so appointed shall be nomi- 
nated or approved by the autonomous 
people or territory. 

When these territories and peoples 
come to ‘be considered individually 
it will be found that their conditions 
for self-determination, autonomy, or 
self-government, vary very consider- 
ably.

NEW WARS FOR OLD. 

The crux ef the French policy toward bolshevist 
Russia is the latter’s repudiation of foreign loans, 
including chiefly the enormous sums which France 
poured into Russian hands during the years pre- 
ceding the world war. The French have no dis- 
position to perpetuate, in power a régime that 
does not recognize an obligation to repay them 
these loans which run into billions of francs. 
Therefore, they have supported the Czeche-Slovak 
operations against the Reds and thrown their 
influence against compromises with Lenin. 

We do not say this is the only basis for the 
French government's opposition to recognition or 
even partial aid to the existing régime in great 
Russia. Like the other governments of western 
Europe, they realize that bolshevism is, as Col. 
Robins says, a ‘‘fundamental menace” to our 
civilization, and that any eid to it, on whatever 
grounds of immediate expediency, is a serious 
responsibility, if not a fatal blunder. But England, 
which certainly does not wish to spread the flame 
of revolution, was half persuaded to deal with

We formerly thought of hay fever as 
almost solely a late summer disease 
and in some measure of asthma as a 
winter disease. Now we know that cer- 
tain forms of so-called hay fever may 
come at any season of the year and asth- 
ma is likewise a year round disease. 

Both hay fever and asthma are like 
hives in that there is a lot of swelling, 
irritation, supersensitiveness, itching or 
its equivalent, and but very little true 
inflammation at first. But just as a man 
who has had hives for years, scratching 
and rubbing almost conténuously, will 
finally come to have a lot of chronic 
skin infammation and thickening, so a 
man who has had hay fever or asthma 
for years will have a lot of chronic bron- 
chitis and chronic nose trouble. 

Most cases of hay fever are sensitive 
to some kind of protein. Most of the 
cases of summer and autumn hay fever 
ragweed pollen and most 
cases of spring hay fever are due to 
grass pollen, but even these cases are 
divisible into groups and subgroups, ac- 
cording as different pollens are the 
cause. Many cases are due to horse 
dandruff, some to cat dandruff, and some 
still to other poisons. 

Many cases of asthma are due to pol- 


lens, dandruff and other substances re- 
sponsible for hay fever. 


In a series of 
400 cases of bronchial asthma Chandler 
Walker found that 48 per cent were sen- 
sitive to some form of protein. In a 
series of 178 cases of bronchial asthma 


28 were found to be sensitive to bron- 
chial protein. 


Of these 75 per cent were 
relieved and 81 per cent were improved 
by vaccination with the bacteria respon- 


sible for the condition. 


Of 400 cases of asthma 28 were found 
to be sensitive to various bacteria. This 
is the type of cases benefited by the 
commercial asthma vaccines. Of the 
150 found not to be sensitive to any 
protein of any sort, 40 per cent were re- 
lieved and 20 per cent were improved by 
bacterial vaccines. This is the group 


.of cases that are hard to cure by any 


means, but some of which are cured 
by operation on the nose and other like 


procedures. ‘The chance of curing an 


asthmatic in this group is much better 
if the patient is under 40 and if the 
disease has not been present long. 

Of the 400 cases 222 were’ sensitive 
to protein of some kind—for example, 
pollen, horse dandruff. Vaccination

and the rooms being filled with @ yery 
disagreeable oder. Through whaie 
winter and at the present there 
is, and was, not only the general mess. 
ness and sootiness prevailing all 
town, but whenever the fire is drgesd 
the apartment is filled with eoal gag 
smoke, and soot. 

A few weeks ago the kitchen chimney 
caught fire, which smoldered for ses. 
eral days before being discovered. Dur 
ing all that time the apartment was 
filled with smoke and soot. The kite: 
chimney has not been repaired. 

Under the circumstances, I asked ts 
landlord to release me from the second 
year of my lease obligation, thinking 
that he would be willing to do so sifcs 
he might rent it to somebody else at a 
higher rental than I am paying.

Radolph Ganz in 
a Twilight Recital: 


. Caruso Is Coming 


The government, in its railroading 
aspect, encountered a washout yester- 
day somewhere between Minneapolis 
and Chicago, and didn’t know just 
what to do about it, although Rudolph 
Ganz was eager to be in Kimball hall 
by 3:30 in the afternoon for a recital. 
He wired to suggest putting it off a 
day or two; and Mr. Neumann was 
optimistic; and the audience stuck: 
and at 4:55 Mr. Ganz was there and 
ready to play the piano. This he did 
through a well-designed program with 
that effect of impersonal certitude 
which is either his best asset or his 

rincipal shortcoming: I, for one, know 


piano, brainy and eager, sincere and 
scrupulous, literate and—or but—lit- 
eral; and he gives good returns on 
money spent to hear him play. 

Mr. Ganz was at his best this time in 
MacDowell’s “ Eroica” sonata, a fine 
and grateful outcome of deliberate, ur- 
gent composition. If he put nothing 
into it, he at least took from it all 
that MacDowell delivered; and that, 
perhaps, is as much as can fairly be 
asked. He played seven pieces of 
Chopin well and, in the case of four 
études, brilliant!y; he gave an accurate 
report on Debussy’s “Reflections in 
the Water,” and, while not less accu- 
rate in “ The Isle of Joy,” failed where 
most pianists fail with it—in not catch- 
ing its passional mood. More good 
playing was in fragments of Bach and 
Mozart and in Weber's Perpetual Mo- 
tion,
